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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments are considered to raise new issues because claims 1 and 9, as now presented, 
include limitations, i.e., a top side, a bottom side, a first set of distance marks provided on the top side, etc., that were not present or 
considered in the finally rejected claims. In regards to applicant arguments that the Final Office Action should have been made non-final 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that "nothing added, deleted, or changed by Applicant in his response to the first office action made 
Anderson suddenly relevant". Applicant is reminded that his amendments to claims 1 and 9 placed the burden on the Examiner to find a 
more pertinent art since the claims were amended to recite "exactly one tape retractably coilable", therefore, forcing the examiner to look 
for a more relevant reference teaching "exactly one" tape. If a rejection based on Bouchard et al. was maintained at the time of 
examination, it would have been improper since clearly Bouchard et al. teaches two tapes. Therefore, the finality of the previous office 
action is maintained and deemed proper. 
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
